Checks and Compensation in Full Settlement of Out­ 
standing Claims Will Be Mailed Ex-SokXers 
As Christmas Present.

W ashington, Dec, 15.—To the 26,0 
maimed and wounded veterans of the 
world war still in governm ent hos­ 
pitals, U ncle Sam this year will play 
Santa Claus, spreadng g$>o<J pheer 
and gladness. 
This m essage was broadcasted to­ 
day by Charles R. Forbes, director of 
the V eterans’ Bureau to the 50 feder­ 
al hospitals throughout the land. 
The governm ent’s 
gift 
to 
these 
wards, Forbes announced today, will 
be checks and compensation in full 
settlem ent of outstanding claim s aud 
adjustments. In order that there be 
no disappointments Forbes has or­ 
dered the bureau force to work night 
and day if necessary oetw een now 
and 
Christmas 
to 
conclude 
these 
settlem ents. These checks to the men 
who, in 1917 and 1918 were picked 
from quiet pursuits of life to Ne rush­ 
ed to the battle fields of France, many 
to be returned physically 
disabled 
for life, w ill be literally a Godsend 
from som e kind Providence. 
Many then will be enabled to return 
to their former peaceful callings, to 
re-enter business, to take up again 
that life which they so gladly left 
during the nation’s darkest hours to 
be thrown unhesitantly into the tur­ 
moils, tribulations and hardships of 
an overseas battle ground. 
It has long been the wish of the 
bureau to adjust all claim s for the 
disabled. But the tedious necessity of 
thorough investigation of each indi­ 
vidual claim —and often tim es bur­ 
densome red tape—has delayed settle­ 
ment in numerous instances. The re­ 
result, in many cases, has caused un 
told hardships; has aggravated the 
anxiety and the anguish of the men 
who lost a leg, or an arm, or were 
stricken with some enduring, ravaging 
disease. 
The end of the delay is now in sight 
and that is why Forbes, as the gov­ 
ernm ent’s Santa, will be able to dis­ 
tribute checks throughout the hos­ 
pitals before Christmas day. 
Such is the hope of Director Forbes. 
But the number who can be r e ­ 
leased at this time after the claims 
are adjusted, it was declared, is com­ 
paratively 
negligible.

JOINT COMMISSION 


W ashington, 
Dec. 
15.— President 
Harding met the joint commission in 
departmental reorganization prepara­ 
tory to submission of a completed re­ 
port to congress recommending sweep­ 
ing realignm ents in governmental de­ 
partments and bureaus. 
While there still remained some dif­ 
ferences to iron out to m eet the ob­ 
jection of cabinet officers whose de 
partments are affected, considerable 
progress was made toward a com­ 
pleted plan. It was Indicated that the 
report would be ready for submission 
within a few days. 
One of the chief obstacles remain­ 
ing to be met was the question of 
consolidating the war and navy de­ 
partments into one department of de­ 
fense. 
Another 
unreconciled differ­ 
ence was the proposed transfer of sev­ 
eral bureaus In the agriculture and 
interior departments. 
Secretary Hoover was 
understood 
to have agreed to all changes affect­ 
ing the department of commerce, and 
Seecretary Mellon was declared to be 
quite ready to have prohibition en­ 
forcement transferred to the depart 
ment of justice. 


GERM ! RELIEF 
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W ashington, 
Dec. 
15.—Appropria- 
ion of $70,000,000 for relieving fam- 
le conditions in Germany and Aus- 
rla was proposed in a resolution in- 
.oduced by Representative Newton 
Rep., Mo.). 
The resolution, which 
'.scared that the people were in des­ 
a lt provides that tfie fund be ex 
ended for purchase of food supplies 
ii the United States to be distributed 
y the American Red Cross, with the 
ssistance of Red Cross organizations 
a Germany and Austria. 
Introduced in behalf of 21 members 
f congress, the resolution 
recited 
hat “widespread starvation even now 
a v a ils among the TO,OOO,OOO people 
£ Austria and Germany’’ and that 
.nless relief is extended immediately 
hundreds of thousands, if not mil- 
ibns, will die of hunger and cold (lur- 
ng the com ing winter.” 
Bread riots already have occurred 
n a number of German cities, the re v 
.lution continued, “60 per cent of the 
Iiildren of the two countries are un 
ernourished and the death rate from 
tuberculosis, 
stomach 
trouble 
and 
m other diseases has increased to an 
alarming extent.’’

W ashington, Dec. 1 5 .—Deserted by 
those who originated the charges the 
impeachment hearings 
against 
A t­ 
torney general Harry M. Daugherty 
got under way again befire the judi­ 
ciary committee today in a cloud of 
uncertainty as to 
how 
long 
they 
would continue. N either Rep. 
Oscar 
Keller, Republican of M innesota nor 
Jackson Ralston, his attorney, 
the 
chief persecutors of the attorney gen­ 
eral, were present. They charged the 
com m ittee with conducting ‘‘a white 
wash” of Daugherty and refused to 
take any further part in the proceed­ 
ings. 
Keller was subpoenaed to appear 
before the com m ittee this morning 
but he ignored the subpoena. 
Oscar Keller, Oscar Keller, Oscar 
Keller! boomed the sergeant at arms 
when the session started before a 
crowd that 
packed 
the 
com m ittee 
room. 
When Keller did not appear the 
com m ittee became involved in a de­ 
bate as to what was to be done, in 
view of the fact that the authors of 
the charges against the attorney gen­ 
eral would not appear to press them . 
Attorney J. H. Vaney of Boston, 
identified with the movement to oust 
Daugherty, read the comniitteo a let­ 
ter from Jackson Ralston, in which ho 
said he had to go out of town today, 
and that Rep. Keller would appear 
at a later time to presi his charges 
that Daugherty is “unlit’’ to be at­ 
torney general. It appeared that Kel­ 
ler, Ralston and others who are seek­ 
ing the impeachment 
of 
Attorney 
General Daugherty, 
would not con­ 
tinue to press the charges of unfitness 
and m alfeasance at this time, but 
would probably await the organiza­ 
tion of a new judiciary com m ittee in 
the next Congress to reopen the hear­ 
ings. 
Keller charged that the com m ittee 
under the Chairmanship of Rep. VoT- 
stead. Republican of Minnesota, was 
“packed” against him, decided every 
controversial point in favor of the 
attorney general and that he was 
unable to obtain a ‘‘fair consideration 
of his charges. 
The committee consists of 14 Re­ 
publicans and six Democrats.

Columbus, Dec. lo.—Members of the 
state 
tax 
commission believe they 
have uncovered a scheme to evade 
payment of Inheritance taxes which 
is becoming of almost general usage 
within the state and is reaching the 
point where the legislature may be 
called upon to amend the tax laws in 
such manner as to eliminate the prac­ 
tice, else the inheritance tax law will, 
within a short time, be of no value. 
The plan, they say, is the use of an 
old form of deed and contract which 
particularly destroys the established 
rule of succession of property to heirs. 
It provides the property being con­ 
veyed by deed shall go to the “hus­ 
band and wife and to their survivors 
and to the heirs and assigns of such 
survivors.” 
Attorney General Price 
in a formal opinion to the tax commis­ 
sion has held that in such conveyance, 
upon the w ife’s death, there was no 
inheritance on which an. inheritance 
tax might be based. 


RURAL POPULATION 
DECLINING 


Columbus, 
Dec. 
15.—Though 
the 
1920 census represents Ohio as hav­ 
ing lost less than I per cent in rural 
population since 1910, this showing is 
made only by including in the count 
an increasing number of city people 
who are edging out Into the country 
for a place to live. 
The actual farm­ 
ing population of the state has de­ 
clined 5 per cent since 1910. 
This is 
the statem ent of C. Bl. Lively, profes­ 
sor of rural problems at Ohio State 
university.

Washington, Dec. 15.—At the 
re­ 
sumption of the senate inquiry into 
prices and conditions in the oil indus­ 
try, Walter C. Teazle, president of 
the Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey, presented facts and 
figures 
concerning the company, its control, 
its operation and, to a certain degree, 
its policies. 
Appearing as the first of the leaders 
in the American oil world, which, the 
subcommittee 
has 
summoned, 
Mr. 
Teagle was closely questioned by Gil­ 
bert E. Roe of New York, counsel for 
the subcommittee. The questions con 
cerned the m inutest details as to the 
operations of the company, and were 
directed toward bringing out the ex­ 
act cost of the major oil products and 
the extent of competition in the oil 
industry, brought 
about by the su­ 
preme court 
dissolution 
decree of 
1911. 
Mr. Teagle, for most of these ques­ 
tions, had ready answers. At the start 
he offered a prepared statement, but 
was cut short by Chairman LaFollette, 
who aniVunced that the subcommittee 
had decided he should be questioned 
by the committee attorney. 
Questions put by Mr. Roe related 
largely to domestic and foreign busi­ 
ness of the company, the operation 
of its pipe lines, its refineries and Its 
ships. 
The committee counsel also 
was much interested in the ownership 
of the corporation’s stock and in re­ 
ply to questions the witness gave a 
detailed statem ent of the stock owner­ 
ship. 
“Only six stockholders held I 
per cent or more of the company’s 
stock as of June 30, 1922,” Mr. Teagle 
testified. 
These six shareholders own a total 
of 28.4 per cent of the company’s com­ 
mon stock. 
The largest individual 
owner of common stock is John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., with 11.4 per cent. 
Three of the remaining five common 
stockholders on the list, owning to­ 
gether IO per cent of the common 
stock are philanthropic 
institutions, 
such as the Rockefeller 
foundation 
and general education fund. 
He said 
John D. Rockefeller, Sr., had not been 
a share holder in the company ainee 
1920, and that the late William Rocke 
feller owned only 700 shares at the 
time of his death. 


North Carolina, interpreted Governor 
Parker’s statem ent as a challenge to 
him, him self and The other governors 
present to declare them selves on the 
Ku Klux Klan.

“At any rate,” he continued, “we 
have had no trouble from the klan in 
North Carolina. 
“If the ftlan is law less, as Governor 
Parker and Governor Olcott say it is, 
it should be dealt with under existing 
laws. 
“So far as propaganda ts concern 
ed I do not believe in m eeting it with 
force nor do I believe in passing leg ­ 
islation directed against the klan or 
any other secret society putting forth 
such propaganda, the best and only 
way to m eet such propaganda in my j 
opinion is by educational proganda 
“Why not m eet 
members 
of 
tho 
klan and argue it out with them fac6 
to face?” 


At this point 
Governor 
Kilby 
of 
Alabama rose: 
“How can you argue face to face 
with a masked m an?” he asked the 
North Carolina executive 
and 
con­ 
tinuing. declared that the klan and 
prohibition were two of the touchiest 
subjects before tho country. 
Gov. Sproul of Pennsylvania, who 
complimented Governor Olcott on his 
speech denouncing the klan and has 
stated his opposition to the “invisible 
government 
explained 
that 
is con­ 
trary to the policy of the annual gov­ 
ernors conference to pass resolutions 
of any nature. 
“The benefit w ill com e by discus­ 
sion,” he said, “and many of us w ill 
go home to recommend proposals for 
new legislation and ways to meet pro­ 
blems common to all the states which 
are presented either at the formal 
m eetings of the conference or in in 
formal discussions among the m em ­ 
bers.” 
Tomorrow? another scathing attack 
on the Ku Klux Klan is scheduled 
when Governor H enry Allen of Kan­ 
sas addresses the conference. 


RE-ELECT OFFICERS 
OF STUTE GRANGE 


Columbus, Dec. 15.—Threatened op­ 
position to some of the officers of the 
state grange blew up completely at 
the closing sessions of 'che annual 
convention here, and all members of 
the executive committee who were up 
for re-election were swept back into 
office. 
Harry A. Caton of Fresno was unan 
imously re-elected state master, and 
all other old officers were re-elected 
with only one exception, Mrs. D. R. 
McConnell, Trumbull county, who w as 
elected ceres, being the only new offi­ 
cer chosen. 
Toledo was selected as 
the meeting place for the 1923 state 
convention. 
Uniform taxation advocates earlier 
in the convention had planned opposi­ 
tion to C. A. Dyer, Coalton, overseer 
of the state grange, and L. J. Taber, 
state director of agriculture, who is 
a member of the state executive com­ 
m ittee, but the opposiion vanished. 
The taxation program of Overseer 
Dyer was approved by the grange. 


Before a crowd that Jammed the 
court room alm ost to suffocation, sat 
upon the window sills, and stood doz­ 
ens deep In tho doorwaysT"Prosecut­ 
ing Attorney Attorney J. Kenneth W il­ 
liamson opened the 
arguments

Prosecutor W illiamson 
in opening, 
first reviewed the state’s testim ony, 
and bit by bit carefully showed how 
the testim ony upheld the contention 
of the prosecution that the four men 
are guilty of the crime with which 
they are charged. 
He then took up 
the evidence presented by the defense, 
including that of the four 
defend­ 
ants. 
Arguments of attorneys in the case 
of the State against Sheriff Lincoln 
Funderburgh, Deputy Joe Day, W il­ 
liam Burns and Charles Simms, for 
second degree murder, were begun in 
Common Pleas Court when the after­ 
noon session opened, Friday. 
Un agreement of attorneys, at the 
suggestion of tho State, each 
side 
win be permitted two hours in pre­ 
senting arguments, which m eans tuat 
tne arguments will tune up the entire 
afternoon session, but possibly be in­ 
cluded rn time for adjournment at tile 
regular tmie. Judge ii. G. Hornoeca, 
ct .bondon, who is hearing the case, 
is not expected to denver his charge 
lo tne Jury until Saturday morning, 
and the jury win accept tne case for 
deliberation immediately afterward. 
The defense rested its case at lu:30 
o’clock Friday morning just before re­ 
cess was taken. 
Atter the recess. 
Prosecuting Attorney J. Kennetn Wil­ 
liamson announced that the State had 
no w itnesses to introduce in rebuttal 
arid would rest, thus closing the in­ 
troduction of 
testim ony. Spectators 
remarked that neitner Harold Moore, 
of Camden, nor Roma Humphrey, of 
dear Wilmington, who reported tbs 
Wilmington 
pike 
incident 
to 
the 
Sheriff, 
and 
who 
had 
been 
sub­ 
poenaed as w itnesses for the State, 
were called to the stand by either 
side. 
Sheriff Funderburgh, leading de­ 
fendant, was the principal 
witness 
placed on the stand by the defense 
during the Friday morning session. 
Previous to that time, Prosecutor Wil­ 
liam son was called to the stand 
by 
the defense to produce the signed 
statem ent of Dorsey Nichols taken at 
bis bed-side in Epsey Hospital dur­ 
ing the inquest, and had presented 
the paper, which was later introduced 
as evidence by 
the 
State. 
L. F. 
Clevenger, who heard 
the man 
and 
woman report the incident, Dr. W. A. 
Galloway, who 
was testified to 
a 
statem ent of Dorsey Nichols 
at the 
hospital, and Mrs- Boland, of London, 
stenographer, who took the testimony 
at the inquest, were the other w it­ 
nesses called. 
The statem ent of Dorsey Nichols 
as presented by the Prosecutor did 
not show that the boy had said: “that 
taught me a lesson—the next time 
anybody hollers’ halt’ at me, I’ll halt” 
as the defense contended he said. The 
Prosecutor said he did not recall the 
boy making such a statem ent and that 
he did not recall repeating such a 
statem ent to the Sheriff on the 
day 
following the shooting, 
but said he 
was under the Impression he did not 
make such a statem ent. He was cross- 
examined by Attorney C. J. Mattern, 
assistant 
prosecutor, and testified 
that the signed statem ent of the boy 
did not contain the statem ent in ques- 
ion. Asked by Marcus Shoup, of the 
defense counsel 
if he did not say it 
was impossible to take down all that 
was said, Prosecutor W illiam son said 
no, that the patient 
was not able to 
answer all that he would have liked 
to asked him. 
L. F. 
Clevenger, said he saw the 
man and woman, who 
reported the 
W ilmington pike incident, talking to 
Simms 
front of the Dayton Power 
and Light Company office on Greene 
Street, and that the 
woman 
had 
a 
handkerchief to her face. H e said he 
heard the man say there were four 
or five on the road and that he ran 
through them, 
and 
did not 
know 
whether he hit any of them or not- 
Asked 
by Attorney F. L. Johnson of 
the defense, if he had testified at the 
inquest that the girl was crying, the 
w itness said he did not know, but 
that the man was excited- On cross 
examination by Attorney Mattern he 
said he did net see Sheriff Funder­ 
burgh there at any time. 
Mrs. Boland was questioned as to the 
correctness 
of 
certain 
statem ents 
made at the inquest by Attorney John­ 
son in direct examination- She testi­ 
fied that it was correct that Dorse* 
Nichols had testified that he did not 
believe there 
was a pause in the 
shooting and that Warren Middleton 
had testified that 
his 
hands 
were 
down when he was shot. She also said 
that the witness testified then that 
he did not hear the pher boys in the 
party say anything. 
The testim ony 
was taken while the boy wras in bed 
in the hospital on the second day of 
the Inquest, she testified under cross 
examination by Mattern. 
Dr. W. A. Galloway, on direct ex­ 
amination by Attorney 
Johnson 
de 
dined to answer unless instructed to 
do so by the court. Upon being order­ 
ed to answer he said he visited Dor­ 
sey .E chols and that the boy told him 
privately that the incident taught him 
a lesson. He said under cross exami­ 


nation that the statem ent was made 
Hie evening the boy was shot, that he 
was not with Prosecutor W illiamson 
and that the statem ent was not on 
tho paper ho had signed. 
Sheriff Funderburgh testified that 
the report of the Wilmington pike in­ 
cident came shortly after 
Marshal 
Coffman of Yellow Springs had re­ 
ported an alleged attempted hold-up 
on the Dayton and Yellow Springs 
pike. H e told of other hold-up reports 
that had come within a few days of 
the time. He said he was called from 
the office of Squire J. E. Jones by 
Simms, who told him the man and 
woman in the auto wanted to report 
a hold-up to him. He said the man 
told him the story, and that he be­ 
lieved that hold-up men were operat 
ing. The witness testified that he 
said there was nobody to go at the 
time and that the man in the machine 
then said, “you’re not going to let 
them get away?” The w itness testi­ 
fied that Simms said he would go, 
and that the girl was sobbing witu 
a handkerchief to her face. Un the 
way to the scene he mentioned tile 
report made by Coffman, he said. The 
Sheriff said that lie saw figures run 
from trees after the m achine had 
stopped and that he saw a gun In 
the hands of one. He said he snouted 
“halt,” and when the figures did uoc 
stop that he fired his rifle. He fired 
three shots,, he said. There was no 
pause In the shooting, which only re­ 
quired three or four seconds, he said. 
He adm itted that four em pty cart­ 
ridges had been found, but said that 
one had been fired a sliort time be­ 
fore when he had the gun at his farm 
’and had never ejected the empty 
shell. No one in the woods made any 
outcry before or during the shooting 
he said.

The big United States helium plant at b o rt W orth. Texas, is 
not to be abandoned entirely but will be run on part time while 
peace continues. Should the nation be involved in war, full tim e 
activities will be resumed at once. 
Thus far, even with all the discoveries and im provements, 
the production of this wonderful helium gas, of which Uncle Sam 
seems to have a monopoly, is still verv expensive. 
Just enough 
will be produced at the governm ent plant to provide for indicated 
needs and allow for experim ent in various directions. 
If fu rth er attem pts are to be made to develop dirigible a ir­ 
ships for m ilitary and commercial use, helium should be m anu­ 
factured in sufficient quantities to equip them . 
Most of the seri­ 
ous accidents to aircraft of this type have happened to ships 
filled with inflammable and highly explosive gras. 
The result 
has been casualty lists far longer than would have occurred had 
helium been used.

Hsu Shih-ehang, of China has decid­ 
ed to become a buddhist monk,. Life, 
he says, is a delusion. Besides, he has 
no sons to worship him after he is 
is dead and to pray for the good of 
his soul. He does not seem optimistic 
about the hereafter and wishes to en­ 
ter now as soon sis practicable the 
path of heavenly purity. 
His Excellency has not yet recov­ 
ered from his soreness at his recent 
spectacular ejection from the Presi­ 
dency at the hands of 
Wu Pei-fu. 
Some thousands demanded his abdi­ 
cation, and General Wu gently hinted 
that he would no longer be respon­ 
sible for his protection.

year, for all purposes. Various ways 
of stretching this fund so that it can 
be made to cover all purposes for 
which it is required, have been dis­ 
cussed by the city officials. The com­ 
mission has determined to c ear up 
the matter before the first of the 
year, and recessed until next Thurs­ 
day night, when it hopes to definitely 
settle the question. 
The city charter requires that the 
health commissioner be a physician 
residing in Xenia.
